Damage which will a b r o g a t e sev­ 
eral thousand dollars has been done 
to residences, public buildings, 
and 
other structures 
in Gettysburg and 
throughout the county as the result 
of the heavy snows 
of the 
past 
eight weeks. 
And the worst of it is 
that there is apparently little relief 
in sight and little to do to remedy 
conditions which are daily 
growing 
worse. 


Dozens of houses 
in Gettysburg 
have l>een damaged by water getting 
through the roofs and into the walls. 
Spouts have 
frozen, 
the 
m elting 
snow (lammed back and the 
water 
worked under shingles, or slate until 
it 
finally 
penetrated 
into 
walls 
or 
ceilings. 
R/Kims will have to be re­ 
plastered and repapered, and many 
of them are so much harmed that it 
is likely to be weeks before all the 
damage can be repaired. 
All this is 
in addition to the injury caused t > 
spouting and roofs by the snow' and 


ice.

A campaign to acquaint the farm ­ 
er w’ith the great investm ent value of

Roomers of the loan believe 
that when the American farmer g ets 
really acquainted with a thrift stamp 
and a war savings stamp, Uncle Sam 
will not 
be able to print them 
fast

A farmer can invest any sum 
from twenty-five cents up to $1000. 
He can buy a stamp or a hundred 
stam ps at any 
store every tim e he 
goes to town, and do this as easily as 
he can 
purchase a plug of 
tobacco 
or a pound of nails. 


To buy a thrift stam ps or a sa v ­ 
ings stamp entails 
none of the for­ 
malities required to deposit money in 
a bank 
or to purchase 
stocks 
and 
bonds. 
At the very store where the 
farmer sells his produce he can pur­ 
chase thrift stam ps for him self and 
his family with as little ceremony as 
he buys sugar and ploughshares.

Judge* Sadler G rants Only 20 in 
Cumberland County for 
this Year. 


A s the result of decisions announc­ 
ed by Judge Sadler, over half of the

Cumberland county

We know that the stagnation 
of the Russian front allows the Ger­ 
mans to employ in the west troops 
which, were the Russian army un ac­ 
tive factor In the war, could not have 
been employed; we know that the Ital­ 
ian has lost nearly 300.000 men hi the 
course of the fighting of the 
last 
m o n th ; hut neither of these facts ex­ 
plains the German offensive plan. 
For 
example, the push against the Isouzo 
was obviously uninfluenced by Italian 
losses—because they hail not occurred. 
The push against Italy wa* and lr* part 
of the great scheme which would cer­ 
tainly have been carried out even lf 
Russia had remained loyal to the alli­ 
ance.

‘‘The reason Is summed up in th* 
word 'America.' 
I do not particularly 
refer to the forces which America will 
put into the field.

from cattle shortage other nations now 
suffer. 
In England some 2,400,000 acres of 
grass land* have by compulsory meas­ 
ures been forced Into grain production, 
thus reducing pasturage and hay lunds. 
A declining scale of maximum meat 
prices for live cattle was ordained In 
England, as follows: For September, 
$17.70 per hundred pound*; October, 
$17.28; 
November 
and 
December, 
$16.08, and for January, $14.40. 
The 
evident Intent of till* measure was to 
drive the beef anim als Into m arket as 
soon as possible. 
According to offb in! French figures, 
the c a tt le of France have decreased to

Today, due to lack 
of forage principally. France Is pro­ 
ducing only one gall on of milk where 
before the w ar two and one-half gal­ 
lons were produced.
